I have been unable to get in to see you over a matter of utmost 
importance. I felt it might be better to write and then find a 
time when we can talk about it. 

This concerns action taken two weeks ago to bar Dr. Harold 
Neufeld from further membership in the Boy Scouts of America, The 
action is totally unnecessary and is based on no facts 
whatsoever . I have d i s cussed the matter with Dav id Adamiak , our 
district executive. He says "after reviewing the case" he felt 
it necessary to take the action. Dave and Bob Mersereau visited 
Dr. Neufeld and gave him a letter signed by the council 
ores ident . 

Dr. Neufeld, whose grandchild had died only two weeks before, was 
totally aghast at the action. He is deeply hurt, totally 
flabbergasted by the action and wonders, as I do, what sparked 



Since the situation with Dr._Neufeld occurred during my term as 
Francis Scott Key District Chairman, I must relate the facts to 
you as I did then to the Council Executive Rudy Flythe and 
then-president Jim Nelson. 

When the scoutmaster of then Troop 1600 wondered why one Scout 
dropped out, he called the parents to find out why. The parents, 
who had never been support ive of their son or Scouting , intimated 
that Dr. Neufeld had taken certain liberties with the boy. Dr. 
Neufeld had been forced the drive the boy home several times 
because his parents forgot to pick him up after the meetings. 

The accusation was not made by the Scout, who to this day will 
say nothing derogatory about Dr. Neufeld. The Scoutmaster 
immediately told the committee chairman and the parent of another 
scout. The latter parent was enraged at the charge, called the 
police and sparked an investigation that lasted several months. 
There was no publicity! 

The day the police informed Dr. Neufeld what it had been told, he 
came to my office and told me the details of the incident. He 
was emotionally shattered by the charges and the situation he had 
gotten into with the Scout. 

I took immediate action. I consulted with a close friend, who 




it . 
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was a district vice-chairman, and be concurred in the action I 
was taking. I wrote a formal letter to Dr. Neufeld, telling him 
he should make a definite effort to remove himself from active 
involvement with individual Scouts. I suggested he aet 
counselling to deal with the situation. /told him to take a 
back seat, to savor the nearly 37 years he had as an active 
Scoutmaster. I told him then, to even be accused of such a thing 
is unf orgiveable in the eyes of the 3SA and not to expect: any 
suppo rt . 

Before delivering the letter, I met with Rudy Flythe and Jim 
Nelson and showed them the letter, detailing the situation. I 
said the Frederick City Police and State Police were conducting 
separate investigations and I would let them know the results/ 
3oth investigations were exhaustive. The State's Attorney 
reported to me that the investigation uncovered no evidence on 
which the state could base a charge either as a misdemeanor or 
felony. The investigation was closed and the files sealed. 

I reported all of these facts to Rudy Flythe and Jim Nelson, with 
the admonition that the accusations were just that and we*must be 
extremely careful not to prejudge the situation. Rudy concurred 
as did Jim and when the case was closed , we closed the case 
here. The local executive was informed after the fact, but only 
those facts which were relevant. 

We did not want the press to try the case and ruin Dr. Neufeld 
before it could be invest igated . _ He has been exonerated by the 
police, he is being cautious, doing what we told him to do". He 
remains ready to assist the District and Council in whatever 
manner he can , but he agrees he wants to be a background person . 

The local high school coach knew the parents and boy involved. 
Dr. Neufeld has been timekeeper and statistician for the high 
school for many years, having himself run a basketball program 
for youth for many years. Dr. Neufeld told the coaches what he 
had been accused of and he offered to resign. None of the 
coaches accepted his resignation and to this day maintains his 
work with the school athletic programs. 

Dr. Neufeld went to a psychiatrist in Rockville, Md . After three 
months I was given permission to talk with the doctor about Dr . 
Neufeld . The' psychiatrist told me that Dr . Neufeld does not have 
a problem sexual or otherwise with boys. He is not a threat to 
boys. He has a natural affection and concern for young people, 
thus his devotion to scouting, the school athletic programs in 
which he is active, the scholarship work he does, and his work 
with the local synagogue. The psychiatrist said Dr. Neufeld has 
the problem of certain people accusing him of such a problem and 
action. Dr. Neufeld, he said, should not put himself in a 
one- on-one situation with boys again. He should protect himse 1 f 
with witnesses, as should all scout leaders. 
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Dr. Neufeld has attended five Scout functions (by invitation) 
since that problem arose in 1984 . Each time he was accompanied 
by another adult Scouter to avoid any questions from among the 
small number of persons who heard of the accusations. He is 
still recognized by boys and adults as one of the top 
Scoutmasters ever in Frederick County. Dr. Neufeld is not 
without his detractors — because of his success. He has helped 
some 150 boys achieve the rank of Eagle. When he first retired 
as Scoutmaster in 1974 — after a major heart attack — he gave up a 
troop number ing in excess of 120 scouts . The troop was not 
rechart er ed this year . 

Dr. Neufeld is a grandfather and would one day like to wear his 
uniform and Silver Beaver when his grandson gets his- Arrow of 
Light, or even Eagle Badge . 

We owe Dr. Neufeld an apology for this disservice. He is not a 
threat to boys , the police agree! He is not physically able to 
be a leader anymore because of arthritis and other ailments. He 
does not desire to be even a merit badge counsellor, but we can 
use his talents as a grand old man of Scouting. He does love 
Scouting and deserves the right to remain a member. 

We must not be guilty of condemning a man who was charged. 
Neither should we be guilty of putting a man in prison while we 
see if a crime has been committed. Dave Adamiak had no basis on 
which to write the letter to Dr. Neufeld. There is no case to 
review. I took action along with Rudy Flythe and Jim Nelson and 
the police verified that we were correct in waiting for the 
results before we hanged him. I believe Baden-Powell would have 
learned the facts before assaulting a man. 

I have asked Dr. Neufeld to hold off writin^o you until I hear 
from you. You may call me at home (^^^^^^^^^H) or in the 
office (^^^^^^^^^H) . Thanks for your thoughtful consideration 
of the matter .

The following is information regarding Child Sexual Abuse by a Scouting 
Volunteer - Harold Neufeld, during his tenure with 3oy Scout Crooo 1600. 
These notes were prepared by me, David S. Adamiak, Senior District Executive 
of the Francis Scott Key District, 

A Meeting was held on Monday, April 25, 1988 at Fort Detrick with former 
Scoutmaster John Kondig and former Committee Chairman Jeff Darge. The meeting 
was held to gather facts about the incident that occur ed three years ago. 
Following is the information that was received regarding the sexual abuse of 
Scouts in Troop 1600 by Harold Neufeld. 

- Mr. Kondig received a telephone call from a mother of a Scout. The boy 
told his mother that Neufeld made sexual advances towards him at Camp 
Airy. John Kondig 's first suspicion of Neuf eld's behavior was 3 years 
ago, just before Camp Airy (a week long Summer Camp conducted each year 
by Francis Scott Key District.) 

- Kondig then contacted a 12 year old boy who left the troop but would noc 
give the reason why. The young man later admitted that he was accroached 
sexually by Neufeld. 

- Kondig and Neufeld met. Kondig confronted Neufeld and asked him if he 
had sexual contact with Scouts in the troop. Neufeld initially denied 
the allegations. 

- Kondig, Dfcrge and Neufeld met. Neufeld admitted to sexual misconduct with 
Scouts and non Scouts over the last 10 years. As a result Neufeld 
resigned from Troop 1500 and other youth related activities. 
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- Neufeld later admitted to Kondig and Derge that the allegations were true 
but promised never to approach boys again, Neufeld also contacted 
sev eral others try ing to explain his situation. One man he spoke with 
was M}3lM&&^~~~^ 




- An investigation was conducted by the Frederick City Police. Neufeld was 
never charged with any crimes. 

- Kondig contacted District Chairman , Norm Covert. He explained the 
Neufeld situation to him and expressed his concerns. 

- Neufeld went to a psychologist for counseling and possible treatment. 
This information is correct as recorded by David S. Adamiak

I have reasonable cause to believe that a Scourer has sexually abused one 
or several Boy Scouts of Troop 1600. He is Harold Neufeld, a former Scout 
Master currently registered as Assistant Scout Master of Troop 1600 (006831) 
Committee Member of Troop 799 (142749). I believe the incidents occured in 
the early 80' s when he was Scout Master . 

There's a possibility that Harold Neufeid was personally involved with 
several boys in Troop 1600; sponsored by the YMCA of Frederick. He was 
accused and suspected. The police had an investigation. I talked with the 
States Attorney Torrmy Dorsey, who was involved with the case. He refered me 
to Carl Gaites, a retired YMCA Executive Director. Carl told me that an 
incident or incidents did occur* In fact as institutional head of the troop f 
he asked Hal to step down as Scout Master and become a mamber of the committee 
so that he would not work directly with boys. Carl also stated Neufeid 
received psychiatric treatment. 

Background: 

Harold Neufeid has been considered one of the finest men in the 
community. Voted "1980 Volunteer of the Year" by the YMCA. A Scout Master of 
Troop 799 and 1600 for twenty or more years Unit membership was believed to be 
in the 90 f s at one time. He established Camp Airy, a week long Merit Badge 
Seminar program serving boys in F.S.K for 23 years. A District Award of Merit 
and Silver 3eaver recipient.
